Until the yard 
was nationalized it belonged to the Skoda ‘orks trusty 
which carried out the construction operrtions, fter 
nationalization, the construction operations were continued 
by the Lana Firm of Pozsony and the Staveoni Zavody zovern- 
ment construction firms. 


2, work in the shipyard was started in the summer of 1949. The 
shipyard is about 500 2, by 200m, “he labor force numbered 
about 1,200 persons, Not all shipyard installat‘ons had been 
erecteé by late January 1950, Construction was still under
